The Antitrust Subcommittee of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary is engaged in a study of the so-called "conflict of 
interest" statutes governing the conduct of Federal employees, 
including the manner in which executive agencies have imple- * 
mented these statutes. This study is designed to help the sub- 
committee determine what legislative changes, if any, may be 
necessary. It will greatly assist the subcommittee if you will 
supply the following information: 

1. _ Has your agency, or any constituent thereof, cur- 
rently in effect any regulations or code of conduct defining the 
obligations of its employees in light of Sections 2Sl, 2S3 . 284 . 
434 or 1914 of Title 18 or Section 99 of Title 5 of the United 
States Code, or any other "conflict of interest" enactment, or 
in light of any statutory exception to, exemption from or sub- 
stitute for any such "conflict of interest" enactment? 

2. If so, kindly list each such regulation and/or code of 
conduct and supply copies thereof, giving the date of promulga- 
tion and indicating the enactment each is designed to implement. 

3. In the event any such current regulations or code super- 
sedes an earlier one, please supply a summary of its history to- 
gether with copies of the superseded version or versions. 


It will be very much appreciated if this request is given prompt 
attention .
